A DIABOLICAL CRIME, 


The killing of Way and Lattimer is 
as a mest atrocious crime. 

Mr. Lanphar has just received a com- 
plete account of the affair from his 
son-in-law, David Gibson of Agua 
Caliente de Baca, which has never been 


given out for publication and which 


tells the story concisely. 
In his letter to Mr. Lanphar, Gibson 
tells the complete stor? as follows: 
“As yo. have already been notified 
by telegraph frorh Choix, Mr. Way and 
his cook, Lattimer. alsa American, 
were shot Tuesday morning, July 19, 
by a commissior sent to arrest them 
by Hermolao Torres, Alcalde de Baca. 
Monday, July 18, Torres came to 
Agua Caliente and began drinking. In 
the afterncon he came inside the fence 
and talked with Roman Redondo near 
the sajuan door, and while doing so Mr. 
Way—whe had been upon the planta- 
tion or s.mewher> on horseback—came 
in and passed out at the big gute 
without saluting Torres as he passed. 
“This made Torres mad. After mak- 
ing some disparaging remarks about 
Way and Gringoes in general he went 
back to the store and took more drinks. 
After a while Way came back and was 
caring fo his horse when Torres came 
ont of the store and began insulting 
‘Vay about not having saluted him. 
Way tried to remonstrate in a quiet 
way and Torres drew a istol and 
threatened to shont him. ay backed 
off to avoid en altercation, then Torres 


rest Way, but they did not attempt to 
carry ou the order. 

“When Torres returned and found 
that his order had not been executed 
he became furious anc called them all 
kinds of names; at the same time suy- 
ing that he would send men over from 
Baca the followirg morning who would 
exectte his orders. 

“Next morning when Diego opened 
the store two men were waiting for 
Way to come out and when he (Way) 
appeared they came forward and pre- 
“sented an order to appear at once in 
Baca. Way put the order in his pocket 
and told them al. right—that he would 
go over as soon as he got breakfast, 
but the men would not have it that 
way—he must go with them immedi- 
ately and they tried to take him by 


force. 

“He resisted and called for help and 
out came the cook to see what the fuss 
was about. Then one of the men, 
Francisco Castro, shot the cook, Lat- 
timer. down, and immediately turned 
and fired two shots at Mr. Way. Way 
died instantly and Lattimer died with 
in an hour. ! 

“The two men sent by Torres walked 
off coolly leaving their victims near the 
sajuan door.

He 
placed Way in-charge of his properties 
May 29 last and icft Mexico for his 
home at No. 164 North Daly street, 
Los Angeles, a week later. He had 
every confidence m Way and was» 
shocked beyond measure when press 
dispatches tola of the recent murder 
of his two men. ‘ 

Torres, who is described as a free- 
booter, was recently found guilty of 
the murder and he and the two police- 
men who executed his order have been 
condemned to death at El Fuerte. The 
men were to have been executed last 
week but influentia' relatives of Torres 
have succeeded in securing a tempo- 
rary stay of execution. 

Mr. Lanphar has taken the matter 
up with the Secretary of State at 

ashington and practically all of the 
American colony in Sinaloa are back- 
ing up the demands of justice.

Torres is said to have committed 
many wanton murders in Mexico and 
though his connections were high, he 
is said to have been a  bilood-thirsty 
wretch, shooting down all who dared 
to question his acts. 

In discussing the case yesterday, Mr. 
Lanphar said that Way was an ex- 
emplary man who stool high in the 
estimation of Agua Caliente people. He 
was a thirty-second degree Mason and 
his brethren have rigorously taken up 
the prosecution of his slayers. Prest- 
dent Diaz made an investigation of 
the affair and ordered full justice. 

“I cannot. see how the sentence of 
death can fall of execution,” said Mr. 
Lanphar yesterday. “Ik Was an un- 
provoked murder and nothing can 
save Torres and his two policemen.”

PUNCHER MAN. 


Former Conqueror McVey is 
Decisively Beaten. 


Oxnard Beauty Figures as 
Recewer Throughout. 
Two Fast Bouts Between the 
Smaller Men Please. 


Keen in limb, trim of body; condi- 
tioned like a Derby winner and as 
fast, Denver Ed Martin last night 
was a different man from the one who 
succumbed to Sam McVey: in a punch 
but a few months ago. Profiting by 
every opportunity, never overlooking 
an opening, the tall African punched 
his gorilla-like opponent as a street 
car conductor does a transfer—al! 
around and in the middle. Using ev- 
ery blow in the books of pugilism, 
hooking, smashing, jabbing and jolt- 
ing, Martin took more than 850 out of 
McVey’'s hide and amply repaid certain 
old scores that have been chalked up 
psince the men last met.

n is extremely difficult to arrive 
@t n clear understanding of the exact 


@tatus of the great war in the Far Bast, 


es ft exists at the present time. The 
Walls of the great mass of dispatches 
With which the newspapers of the 
world are being furnished are frequent- 
‘iy so conflicting in their statements, 
,/te scenes of the conflict are so re- 
mote, the censorship of the news is so 
strict and the real truth often so hard 
to get at that the average reader finds 
himself guessing very much of the 
time. 


Tt is possible, however, to form «a 
fairly clear idea as to the general sit- 
wation and to discern with reasonable 
eceuracy the positions of the adversa- 
ries. The Japanese campaign has been 
ageressive from the beginning. Their 
efforts from the start have been di- 
rected toward clearing Manchuria of 
Russians. The opening of the war 
found the Russians in possession of 
‘Port Arthur, the strongest fortification 
in the sphere of action and the key to 
the peninsula back of ft and all the 
disputed territory besides where the 
Russians are now or have been in 
possession. To dislodge Russia hus 
been the necessary purpose of the 
war from Japan's standpoint, and the 
duty and task of Russia was and is to 
defend and hold the ground. Japan 
began operations without delay, laying 
dee to Port Arthur with her navy and 


later with her land forces. The fight- 


ing bas been bard and destructive, and, 
while in many cases the loss of life on 
both sides has been greatly ex- 
a@gserated, the mortality undoubtedly 
has been appalling. 

At the present writing there can be 
Ro question that the Russian forces 
are dangerously near to being hemmed 
in by Japan, both upon land and sea, 
and they are also considerably out- 
mumbeéred. The Russian army numbers 
about 125,000 and is under the com- 
mand of Gen. Kouropatkin. Moving 
-@gainst this force and evidently sur- 
rounding it there are three Japanese 
armies, the first under Gen. Kuroki, the 
second under Gen. Oku and the third 
under Gen. Nodzu. Besides these there 


a fourth Japanese army under Gen.

Alis which, in an ineredibly short 
space of time, cieaned out the white 
scale, so that within a couple of years

“The original stock was kept in 
cages, but later on the insects were 
liberated in an experimental orchard 
attached to the insectary of the de 
partment. During the first summer 
a considerable number of colonies 
were sent out to various States, plac- 
ing them in charge, in the main, of the 
entom connected with the 


der rather unfavorable conditions, 
and the beetles probably perished. The 
best success has come from certain 
colonies sent to a. One of 
these, located at Marshaliville, pre- 
sents a most satisfactory outcome. 
This orchard contains some _ 17,000 
peach trees, covering about eighty- 
five acres, and has lying immediately 
adjoining it a much larger orchard be- 
longing to the same owner, contain- 
ing 250,000 trees, all scatteringly in- 
fested with scale. The ladybirds 
were liberated in August, 1902, in the 
smaller orchard. An examination of 
this orchard in July, 1903, mateated 
that the beetles were rapidiy-spread- 
ing and that they would soon cover 
the smaller orchard. A rough esti- 
mate at this time of the number of 
ladybirds in all stages places the total 
at somewhere between 25,000 and 40,- 
000. In Georgia the beetles evidently 
continued breeding up to January. 
There is, therefore, in this orchard at 
least, a very flattering outlook for 
good results from the imported 
beetle.” 

This will be good news for the hor- 
ticulturists of California, especially 
for those in the central and northern 
portions of the State, where the decid- 
uous fruit industry is of more impor- 
tance than it is here. Meantime, how- 
ever, other troubles threaten the

TD ARE LUCK OF 
VENTURA CITY. 


ABUNDANT FLOW OF WATER IN 
TOWN WELL. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

VENTURA, Aug. 12.—At a depth of 
only fifteen feet a strong flow of water 
has been struck in the town well on 
Harrison avenue, and it became neces- 
sary yesterday to stop work on the 
well until a pumping plant can be in- 
stalle@ to handle the water. 

Several years ago the people of Ven- 
| tura became convinced that it would 
be a good thing for the town to own 
its water supply, which is from the 
Ventura River, and very plentiful in 
the driest times, although the sources 
of supply are in the hands of private 
parties, and it was voted that the 


purchased. 

This was to be affected, of course, 
by a bond issue. The Ventura Light 
and Power Company, the corporation 
supplying the water, had a good thing, 
and knew it, and naturally did not 
want to sell. Then came a season of 
legal quibbling, during which it was 
held by the Federal courts that the 
town had the right to buy the water 
system, but the upshot of which was 
the Town Board of that day 


| waterworks should be 


municipal ownership party 
to power. -This Town Board went to 
work in a different way. An option 
was secured to a lot on Harrison ave- 
nue, In the Ventura Cafion, where the 
conditions indicated a supply of arte- 
sian water, and the Town Marshal 
put his street to work sinking a 
well. It was in this well that water 
was struck yesterday in such quantity 
that the tools could not prevail against 
it. and there is every indication that 
the flow will get stronger as the well 
is deepened. 

Close to the site of this well there 
are high hills, with any number df 
reservoir sites available, and a pump- 
ing plant can be installed at reason- 
able cost. For Ventura, therefore, 
municipal ownership of the water sup- 
ply can be looked upon a thing of the 
not remote future. 

WILL CHANGE RAILS. 


The Southern Pacific is preparing to 
take up the 80-pound rails and put 
down lighter iron on the stretch of 
forty-five miles of track between Mon- 
talvo and Saugus.

From 
the five wells now the company has 
a flow of about 25,000 feet of gaa, and 
has ordered pipes for laying mains to 
Oxnard to supply the sugar town with 
light and fuel. The town of Ventura 
has ajready become a great consumer 
of gas, nearly all of the food cooked 
here being prepared on gas stoves, and 
several stores and many residences be- 
ing lighted with natural gas. The five 
producing wells of the company are 
all within a radius of 100 square feet. 
at a point from which natural gas has 
been escaping through fissures in the 
rocks for years, and, of course, this 
small wet does not represent the en- 
tire gas-producing territory of the 
county. Experts, in fact, are of the 


down farther, and that all the Taylor 
ranch and the Casitas country will be 
found to be underlaid with the natural 
gas strata. At all events, both in 
Casitas and in several of the cafions 
fronting the beach on the sea size of 
the San Miguelito Hills there are jets 
of gas escaping through rock fissures. 
a number of these having been lighted 
by hunters in times past and having 


been noted to burn with a steady 
flame until extinguished. 
The gas as it comes from the welle 


here now is practically odorless, comes 
in a strong and steady stream, and 
burns with the most intense heat, 
making an ideal fuel for manufactur- 
ing purposes. As to the permanence 
of the supply, the gas has been com- 
ing from the rock fissures near the 
present wells ever since the first 
white man came to the covuntry—and 
very probably it was escaping for un- 
told ages before that. This is the 
argument for permanence. 
Geologists, moreover, have. said that 
a “fault” along the entire bed 
of the Ventura River, where the ga 
wells are, and that owing to this fault 
the gas has probably been collected 
into a depression of unknown extenc. 
Development, so far, has but touched 
the edges of the deposit, as is shown 
by the fact that gas is observed es- 
caping through natura] fissures at 
such widely divergent points. It is at 
least five miles from the present gas 
wells to the places in the Casitas 
where the gas can be set on fire with 
a match as it comes from the ground.

VETERAN FALLS TO DEATH. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Aug. — Some 
time lact night Lorenzo Schaad, mem- 
ber of Co. I, fell from the attie win- 
dow of that company and was dead 
when discovered lying on the ground 
about 4 o'clock this morning.
